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EDITORIAL 


10-Year-Olds and Up: Are They Expendable? 


HE new rule for automatically banning horses 

from stall space is spreading into more states. 
Generally it allows a track to refuse stabling to a 
horse which has run at least eight times in three 
years without being placed first, second, or third. 

How many headaches it is going to prevent is 
not clear. We have seen no statistics showing how 
many such horses have been entertained in the past 
in the different states which have passed the rule. 
Our own guess is that the net eflect will be too 
small to be perceptible when the problem of allo- 
cating stalls comes up. Production has been going 
forward at such a rate that many stables will con- 
tinue to be crowded off. 

We have no rule to suggest, ‘his is not a prob. 
lem which rules are likely to solve. It is, in the 
main, a problem which must be worked out on an 
individual basis. If owners are made aware of the 
low probability of success in certain groups of 
horses, they may be able to protect themselves by 
declining to pay the heavy cost of upkeep. It is 
the owner’s privilege, if he wishes to exercise it, to 
spend all he can afford on animals which repre- 
sent a net loss. There is such a degree of pleasure 
in winning a race worth a few hundred dollars 
that most owners bear with fortitude the financial 
burden which usually goes with such victories. 

Nevertheless, there is a still greater degree of 
pleasure in winning enough to pay training ex- 
penses, with something left over. Hence it appears 
that owners in general, rich and poor alike, need 
to know more of the probabilities against which 
they have pitted their means and intelligence. For 
instance, a foal by a stallion with poor credentials 
out of a mare which has had several foals to race 
with only negligible earnings is very much a long- 
shot. 

But it might be a more profitable use of time 
if owners would give some attention to the consid- 
erable group of horses still racing though so far 
advanced in years that they have little chance of 
earning their way, 

Of course, if a horse has raced five or six sea- 
sons at a net loss, the odds are very much against 
his racing at a profit in his later years. Elimination 
of this sort of animal should be easy enough, but it 
isn’t. He merely moves from one track to another 
in search of competition cheap enough for him to 
beat. If the process goes on long enough, he will 
eventually win some races. 

In the extreme upper age groups, however, the 
probabilities are obvious. 

As a sample, we took the first 246 9-year-olds 
of 1948, as they appear in Thoroughbred Sires and 
Dams. Of this total, 69 per cent earned $2,000 


or less and 17 per cent earned $3,000 or more. Only 
seven earned as much as $10,000 during the year, 
and only 18 got as much as $5,000, The great ma- 
jority of these (we did not make a count here) 
were horses which already had shown very definite- 
ly their ability to perform well. 

From the age of nine upwards the chances be- 
come abruptly worse. Of the first 158 10-year-olds 
which raced in 1948, 72 per cent earned less than 
$2,000, and only 9 per cent earned as much as 
$3,000. “wo went above $10,000, and one of these 
was the noted old steeplechaser Elkridge. For 
the first 100 11-year-olds, 83 per cent were below 
$2,000, and 9 per cent above $3,000. The three 
]-year-olds which carned more than $5,000 in 
1948 were all proved campaigners, none with earn- 
ings less than $36,000 before 1948. 

Of the first 96 horses 12 years old or older in 
1948, 89 per cent earned less than $2,000 (39 per 
cent earned nothing at all). “Three per cent earned 
as much as $3,000. ‘Iwo horses in this group earned 
between $5,000 and $6,000--both of them good 
winners in previous seasons, 

Clearly, when a horse has reached the age of 
ten without a considerable total of earnings behind 
him, the chances are almost nil that he will there- 
after earn enough to pay training expenses. And, 
for the most part, even if he has earned a great 
deal of money in his earlier years, the dice are 
still heavily against him. 

Most of these greybeards in training are, of 
course, geldings. In many cases the owner has a 
sentimental attachment for the old fellow, and 
thinks he would be unhappy away from the race 
track. ‘This is a fine sentiment, but most expen- 
sive, and those who indulge it can scarcely join the 
ranks of those who favor reduction in the compe- 
tition for stalls. 

Of course, in all age groups, there will be 
found a majority of horses which fail to pay their 
way. For instance, the first 200 4-year-olds appear- 
ing in Thoroughbred Sires and Dams for 1948 in- 
clude 60 per cent which earned $2,000 or less. 
But 31.5 per cent earned more than $3,000 each, 
19.5 per cent earned more than $5,000, and 9.5 
per cent more than $10,000 each. ‘The individual 
earnings in this sample ranged up to $72,000. 

Manifestly, only a very few horses are good 
risks on the race track after they pass the age of 
nine, even with the near-monopoly which claiming 
races hold at some tracks. These few are easily 
distinguished by their previous racing records. 
Owners should take notice of this fact, and if own- 
ers still prefer to gamble against such extreme odds, 
officials in charge of stall space should take notice. 
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The First Two Sessions at Keeneland 


Monday, October 17 


The first yearling in the ring at the be- 
ginning of the October sales at Keeneland 
was the Roman—Alaport colt owned by 
Haden Kirkpatrick and Neville Dunn. He 
brought $5,000, which proved to be the 
high price of the evening. Nothing else 
reached $3,000. (One filly was knocked 
down at $3,000, but had to be sold again 
when the bidder discovered it was thou- 
sands and not hundreds.) 

The 56 head sold brought a total of 
$65,300, average $1,166. Most of the year- 
lings were included in consignments of 
one, two, or three head. The largest single 
consignment was that of Robert Gait- 
skill’s Loudoun Hall Farm, Bourbon Coun- 
ty, which sold eight head. 

A fair-sized crowd was in attendance, 
and bidding went off briskly. Summary:

Roman Zephyr was foaled March 12, 1947, at 
Elmendorf Farm, Lexington. She was sold at the 
Keeneland Summer Sales of 1948 to Edward S. 
Moore’s Circle M Farm, Lexington. (Mr. Moore 
died two months after he made the purchase.) 
The filly trained well and was highly regarded 
in the Circle M Stable (now owned by Mrs. 
Moore), but she bucked her shins at Saratoga 
and was returned to the farm. 


After she had recovered she was placed in train- 
ing at Lexington by Dan B. Midkiff, manager at 
Circle M and an all-round horseman. Like he had 
in other instances, Mr. Midkiff sent out a fit 
runner when the filly made her debut at Keene- 
land on October 11. Second choice (at $3.30 to 
$1) in the mutuels, she lost ground on the turn, 
but settled down to running when she reached 
the stretch, and won by two lengths under a 
hand ride. Princess Dare also lost some ground 
early in the race and closed well in the stretch, 
though she did not seriously threaten the winner. 

Roman Zephyr earned $8,633 in the race, slight- 
ly more than two-thirds of her purchase price of 
$11,600. The sales stakes was inaugurated this 
year. The first money represented 1 per cent of 
the gross amount paid for fillies at the 1948 
Keeneland Summer Sales. The filly is the ninth 
stakes winner of the year for her sire, Roman, 
which is owned by Elmendorf. The others are 
Roman Candle, Lefty Jim, The Shaker, Eastern 
Flyway, Ocean Brief, Roman Bath, Curtice, and 
Dandilly. All told, she is Roman’s 17th stakes 
winner. 

Miss Highbrow, third in the sales stakes, also 
was bred by Elmendorf Farm. A *Heliopolis filly, 
she was bought for $3,800. Third money in the 
race brought her earnings to $9,375. Princess Dare 
cost $1,900, has earned $9,150.

Prior to the Keeneland Sales Colt and Gelding 
Stakes, Oil Capitol, which had cost $15,000 at 
last year’s Keeneland Summer Sales, had nearly 
won himself out—he had earned $11,085. First 
money of $18,599 in the sales stakes brought his 


total to $29,684, representing a comfortable mar- 
gin of profit. The sales stakes was the second of 
its kind at Keeneland during the week. Circle 
M Farm’s Roman Zephyr had won the filly 
equivalent on October 11. First money in the colt 
and gelding feature represented 1 per cent ($19,- 
099 minus the $500 starting fee) of the expendi- 
tures for colts and geldings at the Keeneland 
Summer Sales of 1948. The Keeneland manage- 
ment added $5,000 for second, third, and fourth 


monies. 


Elmendorf Farm had supplied the winner and 
the third horse in the filly stakes. In the colt 
stakes it furnished the first and second horses. 
Wisconsin Boy, which was moved to second 
through the disqualification of French Admiral, 
has earned $96,685. He cost $6,200 as a yearling. 
French Admiral was disqualified from second 
place to last place for bumping Second Avenue 
and Bully Boy. He also was an Elmendorf-bred. 
Lot O Luck, which cost $10,100, as a yearling, 
brought his earnings to $7,455. He was bred by 
Calumet Farm. 

Harry Trotsek, trainer of Oil Capitol and Lot 
O Luck, thinks the sales stakes winner is a 
potentially good 3-year-old. “I think he can run 
over a distance,” he remarked after the race, “and 
track conditions don’t seem to bother him. He 
can run over a fast track or in the mud. He’s 
perfectly sound, and looks like a Derby prospect. 
We probably will race him in Florida this win- 
ter, although it hasn’t been definitely decided.” 
Thomas Gray, for whom Mr. Trotsek bought the 
colt last year, is a businessman of Tulsa, Okla. He 
was at Keeneland to see his colt win his second 
stakes of the year. The earlier victory came at 
Detroit, in May, when he won the Lansing Stakes 
over Bully Boy and Old Tom. 

Oil Capitol is a tall, sleek, well made colt. He 
is registered as a gray, but the black hairs in 
his coat far outnumber the gray ones. In_ the 
paddock he looked shiny as a wet seal. 

Wisconsin Boy and Bully Boy raced head-and- 
head for the first furlong or so. Wisconsin Boy 
moved to a two-length lead as BuHy Boy faded. 
Oil Capitol advanced to second place coming into 
the stretch, took the lead as Wisconsin Boy falt-

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ered, won by five lengths. The latter reportedly 
has sore ankles. French Admiral advanced quickly 
in the stretch but bothered two horses and was 
disqualified.

In attempting the 1;4-mile Grey Lag Handicap 
on October 15 after winning the six-furlong Inter- 
borough on October 12, Royal Governor was mak- 
ing a swift transition.

Jacobs and the 
Comebacks, but 


New York 

This is the twelfth year in which 
Hirsch Jacobs, the round-faced. sandy- 
haired little trainer who came from 
Brooklyn to the race tracks just 25 years 
ago, saddled as many as a hundred win- 
ners. He hit that figure last Friday in 
a somewhat spectacular fashion, saddling 
four horses and getting four winners. 

There will be no attempt to review the 
Jacobs record here in any detail. Actually 
he trained horses for several years. for 
Charles Ferrara, before he got his name 
on the programs. and saddled some 90 
winners, in 1926 and 1927. which are not 
credited to him. but to Ferrara. It was 
in the late weeks of 1927. at the evanes- 
cent Pompano track in Florida. that he 
first had an official winner. According 
to his own count, through last Saturday. 
he now has “2.182 or 2.183.” 

He does not. in all cases. agree with 
the official records. In 1936, when he 
saddled 177 winners for what was then 
an all-time record. his own count gave 
him 179. And he thinks he had 78 last 
year, instead of the 77 credited to him 
officially. His biggest record was brok- 
en, in either case, by the 184 winners 
which William Molter sent out last year. 
but this record-breaking is not 
given the qualification it should have. 
Most of the Jacobs winners. in 1936, 
were in New York. and if you'll recall. 
New York had six races a day in that 
lost golden time. Molter had eight a 
day to work on, straight through. 

I will now direct your attention to 
what I suppose is a coincidence. Jacobs 
was second on the trainers’ list in 1932. 
with 72 winners. He led it for the next 
seven years, consecutively. In 1940 he 
was second again, to Dave Womeldorff. 
and then he led for the next four. taking 
us through 1944, 

In 1944 Jacobs had about his barn a 
chestnut colt named Stymie which was 
threatening to develop into a_ stakes 
horse. He had not won a stakes, but he 
had run second or third in nine of them. 
Early in 1945 Stymie opened up. with 
the Grey Lag Handicap. and at the end 
of the year he had won $225.375. Well. 
neither in that year nor in any subsequent 
one, did Jacobs lead the trainers’ list. 
Last year he finished in a tie for sixth 
place. In none of those years did he 
reach the 100 mark, which had become 
all but automatic for him. 

This year he was deprived of Stymie’s

services entirely until September, and has 
been able to make little use of him since. 
And. or maybe so, he has hit the 100 
mark for the first time since 1944, Maybe 
it’s coincidence, and maybe it’s that you 
can’t train a horse like Stymie and at 
the same time get the best out of the 
ordinary horses in the stable. 

As contributory evidence. it may be 
noted that none of the most celebrated 
modern trainers. such as Ben or Jimmy 
Jones, Max Hirsch. John Gaver. or Pres- 
ton Burch. for instance. who customarily 
have first flight horses in their stables. 
has ever led the list in number of winners 
saddled. You've got to go back to Sam 
Hildreth for an exception. 


GALLOPER. Stymie. while he’s being 
mentioned. is galloping soundly at Ja- 
maica again. Any number of X-rays could 
find nothing basically wrong with the leg 
in which he showed lameness. Jacobs 
froze the ankle with novocaine. and Sty- 
mie walked fine 


on it. right after he’d 
been dinky. When the novocaine wore 
off. he walked sore again. which seems 


to indicate that though something hurt 
him a little. there’s nothing fundamental- 
ly wrong. A bit later his hoof was pared 
down. and he was shod again. with a felt 
pad under the shoe. and since then he’s 
being going sound. The ankle still has 
a little filling in it. where he was needled. 
and Jacobs doesn’t intend to breeze him 
again until this disappears completely. 
He lightened up a_ bit—Jacobs_ thinks 
from the pain of his injury—and_ this 
was welcomed. Tt isn’t at all impossible 
that he may he in action again in the 
late season. 


TRAILER. Assault. I thought, ran a 
definitely bad race in the Grey Lag. 
which he had won in 1947. It was. in 


fact. the worst race he has run since he 
first went out of action. It wasn’t merely 
that he finished eighth—it was that he 
had nothing to show at any stage of the 
race. [ can understand and sympathize 
with the wish of his owner. Robert Kle- 
berg. to get a last demonstration of As- 
sault’s real form before putting him up 
permanently. It would be a lot more 
pleasant to retire him off a big victory. 
But I just don’t think it’s going to happen. 

Early in the year we had three come- 
backs on the way-—-Armed, Assault, and 
Stymie. All three of them came. but not 
back. Armed has won three races, and 


picked up enough money from seconds 
and thirds in stakes events to pay his 
way. Assault got one big one, in the 
Brooklyn. Stymie picked up some $8, 
000. But the form just isn’t there, for 
any of the three. 


SPECIAL. There’s a report, not very 
well authenticated on my part, that Calu- 
met Farm will agree to run only one of 
its two eligibles in the Pimlico (or Calu- 
met) Special. a race which it has won 
five times in the last seven years, includ- 
ing two walkovers. The reason is that 
the two eligibles are Coaltown and Pon- 
der. and as you can readily see, getting 
caught between Coaltown’s speed and 
Ponder’s closing power is just like step- 
ping between the anvil and the hammer. 
The only probable opponents now are 
Capot and Volcanic. the latter having a 
fine record at Chicago but not very well 
known in the East. The understanding 
is that Capot won’t go if Calumet runs 
Since Capot has beaten Coal- 
town at level weights. and has a_ score 
of 2-all with Ponder under the same ar- 
rangement. Ponder would look like the 
Calumet choice. but Jimmy Jones, and 
not this department. is handling the Calu- 
met horses.

Dr. C. Harold Holmes, 50, died at the 
St. Joseph hospital, Lexington, on Octo- 
ber 16. He had been a patient at the 
hospital only a short time, but had been 
in ill health for the last two or three 
years.

National Group 
Starts Program 


The National Association of Thorough- 
bred Clubs, which earlier in the year pro- 
jected plans affecting the general wel- 
fare of racing and breeding, is now ready 
for action. After the quarterly meeting 
held at the Phoenix Hotel, Lexington, on 
the evening of October 14, the association 
announced that it had appropriated enough 
money to begin two of its main projects. 


Provision was made for ten scholarships 
in ten different states—enough, the asso- 
ciation hoped, to pay university tuition 
over a four-year period for each of the 
students selected. Details as to the means 
of placing the scholarships were left to 
be worked out by the executive commit- 
tee. which is composed of Jack W. Denis, 
of Nashville. chairman; Grant A. Dor- 
land. of Lexington, secretary-treasurer; 
and Dr. Eslie A. Asbury. of Cincinnati. 
The general purpose is to furnish aid to 
students whose courses of study will in- 
clude a considerable amount of work with 
horses. 


The tentative plan, as discussed at the 
meeting. is to leave the placing of the 
scholarships in the hands of some farm 
organization. 


The association, attacking another prob- 
lem. appropriated an undisclosed amount 
for a study of the relationship between 
mutuel turnover and rate of taxation. Mr. 
Dorland, making a preliminary report on 
the subject. stated that a cursory survey 
indicated that. where fair comparisons 
were possible. the greatest decline in 
mutuel handle had been in the states with 
the highest rates of taxing the pools. Re- 
sults of the study will be made available 
to all member clubs. 

The meeting also discussed the possi- 
bility of assembling a fund for the pur- 
chase of cheap mares. up to 10 or 12 
vears of age. at the auction markets and 
re-selling them without pedigree. The 
question was left on the agenda to he 
considered later. 

Breeders’ organizations in Florida. TIli- 
nois. and Oregon were announced as new 
members of the national association. Sec-

double the figure within a year. 


The meeting adopted a new rule to 
clarify voting procedure. It specified that 
each member club will have two votes and 
will be entitled to name two directors. If 
a club names only one director, he will 
be entitled to cast both votes. 


It was decided that the annual meet- 
ing of the directors will be held. begin- 
ning in 1950, at Lexington during the 
Keeneland November sales. and that the 
present officers will continue until then. 
The next quarterly meeting. Mr. Dorland 
said, probably will be held at Miami in 
February.

homas Piatt, born November 4, 1877,

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Principal purpose of the average-earnings index is to pro- 
vide such a common denominator that the records of one year 
may be compared with, or added to, those of another year. 

In 1940 the leading sire, *Sir Gallahad 3rd, was credited 
with $305,610 earned by his offspring. The average distribu- 
tion per starter in North America that year was $1.200. The 
offspring of Bull Lea earned a total of $1.259.718 in 1947, 
when the average per starter had risen to $2.829. No adequate 
comparison can be made without taking into account (1) the 
number of starters and (2) the changing amount of money 
available. 

The average-earnings index takes these two factors into 
consideration. The number of dollars earned in any given 
year is divided first by the average distribution for that year, 
then by the number of starters. The result is a figure (here 
called the index) which indicates the proportion between ac- 
tual earnings per starter and the general average. Thus an 
index of 1.000 for a sire would indicate that his get had 
earned in that year the same average per starter as the general 
average for all starters, whether it be $1,200 each in 1940 
or $2,829 each in 1947. 

By accumulating these results from year to year the record 
of a sire may be summarized briefly, with the over-all index 
figure showing proportion of success to opportunity. The 
most successful sires will have indexes of 1.500 or more, that 
is, their get will have won at least 114 times the expectancy 
based on the general average. The following exhibit shows 
the records, on this basis, of a group of sires prominent in re- 
cent years. (Such summaries already have been published for a 
number of sires.) The records include no racing prior to 1940, 
and hence omit the best years of some of the stallions included.

Equine Ills and 
Pyribenzamine 


A report of clinical observations on the 
use of the drug pyribenzamine on cows 
and horses appears in the October issue 
of the Cornell Veterinarian. The authors 
are Drs. J. D. Sweet. S. M. Martin, C. N. 
Wallace, and T. H. Elsaesser, of Chateau- 
gay, N. Y. 

In horses. a severe case of skin irrita- 
tion of unknown cause was treated with 


a pyribenzamine solution given intra- 
muscularly every third day for three 
weeks. “Immediate improvement was 


noted.” the authors state. “The old matted 
hair was shed and a new coat of hair 
began to grow in. Shortly after pyriben- 
zamine treatment was discontinued the 
condition returned.” 

Heaves were immediately relieved in 
three horses treated with pyribenzamine 
injections. In one case relief lasted for 
about an hour, in the other two cases it 
lasted for about nine hours. In a fourth 
case the horse became worse after an in- 
jection of the drug. 

A horse which had been badly stung 
about the head and jaws by bees was 
relieved in 24 hours by an intravenous in- 
jection. 

Five cases of azoturia were treated with 
pyribenzamine only. Three cases recovered 
after one treatment. In the other two cases 
little improvement was noted, and both 
horses were destroyed. 

Three horses in the early stages of 
laminitis (founder) following indigestion 
recovered after one treatment with the 
drug. and have remained normal. Another 
horse had developed a general toxemia. 
enteritis. and laminitis after eating a large 
quantity of barley meal. Pyribenzamine 
was used. along with mineral oil and other 
treatment. Recovery was noted within an 
hour. but the laminitis recurred. The 
pyribenzamine treatment was repeated 
twice dailv for six days. and the horse 
made a normal recovery. 

Two horses suffering first attacks of 
moon blindness were treated with  in- 
travenous solutions of pyribenzamine daily 
for three days. “Both cleared up within 
a week and the condition has not recurred 
in either case in over a year,” the in- 
vestigators report. 

A third case of moon blindness in its 
initial appearance was treated in another 
manner. but the condition recurred in a 
month. Pyribenzamine solution was then 
administered and the case cleared up. At 
the end of six months it had not reap- 
peared.

Payne Whitney’s stud at Brookdale Farm 
in New Jersey. 


His first connection with Thoroughbreds 
was through boarding horses for Col. W. 
S. Barnes and Col. Milton Young. and 
the association with Colonel Young soon 
became a partnership. Later Mr. Piatt’s 
brother-in-law John D. Carr joined the 
partnership, which lasted. both for him 
and Colonel Young. until their deaths. 
Mr. Piatt has had numerous other partner- 
ships. especially in the ownership of stal- 
lions. 

Always a breeder for the market. Mr. 
Piatt sold his first yearlings at Sheeps- 
head Bay in 1905. The consignment in- 
cluded the Latonia Derby winner The 
Abbot and two other stakes winners. For 
himself and Colonel Young he raised 
Donau. winner of the 1910 Kentucky Der- 
by. Mr. Piatt made his first outright pur- 
chases of Thoroughbreds in 1908. at the 
dispersal of Colonel Young’s stud. and 
carrying on through lean years and good. 
became one of America’s prominent 
breeders. 

Outstanding among the good horses he 
has bred is Alsab. which he sold for $700 
and which cost him several times that 
much in traveling expenses as he made 


trips about the country to see the great 
horse run. A follower of the old Amer. 
ican bloodstrains and of what he chooses 
to call old-fashioned methods, he has 
made a reputation as a breeder of dur. 
able winners. 

He typifies the good farmer with a 
genuine regard for the land. and_ the 
acres which have come under his owner- 
ship have been steadily improved. Thor- 
oughbreds represent only one phase of his 
great interest in livestock breeding; just 
now he is proudest of the excellent herd 
of Polled Shorthorns he has been de- 
veloping since 1947. 

Thomas Piatt was a charter member of 
the Thoroughbred Club of America and 
served as its president for its first five 
years—despite the fact that he would 
rather bale hay than make a speech. He 
was a director of the American Thor- 
oughbred Breeders Association and of the 
old Kentucky Association, and is now a 
director of the Keeneland Association. 
He is an elder of the Maxwell Street 
Presbyterian Church in Lexington. 

But most of all he is honored now by 
the Thoroughbred Club of America be- 
cause of his great kindliness. his long 
example of sportsmanship. and the model 
of character which he has established as 
an example for those who will come 
after him.

Brazilian Triple Crown Honors 
Shared by Manguari and Jabuti 


Rio DE JANEIRO 


The Grande Premio Sao Paulo (zbout 
172 miles), for 3-year-olds and upward, 
was held on May 1, in Sao Paulo. The 
gross value of the race was 750.000 
cruzeiros (about $37,500, figuring the 
cruzeiro at 5 cents American). 


A field of 11 started. The favorite at 4 
to 5 was Heliaco, with Saravan second 
choice at 19 to 5. The winner was Saravan, 
by two lengths, in the time of 3:10, which 
is not much. This was possibly because of 
the slow pace in the early stages of the 
race. Although he is an Irish-bred, Sara- 
van never raced in his native country. As 
a 2-year-old he ran four times, won 
twice, including the coveted Middle Park 
Stakes, and was twice third. He earned 
£2,493. At three, after being fourth top- 
weight in the Free Handicap Stakes, he 
was a very good second to Tudor Minstrel 
in the Two Thousand Guineas. at New- 
market. His racing record at three in- 
cluded seven starts, one win, four seconds, 
and one fourth. 


But something went wrong with him, 
and his owners. the Princess Aly Khan 
and Lady Fitzwilliam. offered him at the 
December Newmarket Sales of 1947. He 
was purchased by Mr. A. J. Peixoto de 
Castro, Brazilian industrialist. for £3,200. 

Saravan was a bargain. Last year he 
ran 10 times in Brazil, and won four 
races, including the Grande Premio Sav 
Paulo, which increased his earnings to 
1.143.000 cruzeiros (over $50,000). He 
developed, as English racing journalists 
predicted, into a fine stayer, and he will 
be a contender in coming weight-for-age 
stakes. Saravan is a bay horse, by Legend 
of France—May Wong, by Rustom Pasha. 

As for the favorite, Heliaco, there were 
no apparent excuses for his defeat. He 
had room for his rush in the stretch, and 
was in a good position. However. his old 
finishing speed was not there. His earn- 
ings. now 4.300.000 cruzeiros, are the high- 
est in South America. 


BRAZILIAN OAKS. Gavea race cours. 
Rio de Janeiro, offered another renewal 
of the Brazilian Oaks (Grande Premio 
Marciano de Aguiar Moreira). a race for 
3-year-old fillies, at about 114 miles. The 
race was run on May 15. The most notable 
absentees were Lundgren Stable’s Helas. 
winner of the One Thousand Guineas 
counterpart, and Paulo Lara’s Herencia. 
a brilliant winner of several stakes this 


vear. Helas had not been entered in the 
Oaks, and Herencia had been injured. 
These two fillies, together with Nelson 
Seabra’s Loretta, were the country’s lead- 
ing 3-year-olds of their sex. 

A field of only six started in the Oaks. 
Under F. Irigoyen, Loretta forced the 
pace at the start, over a tremendously 
heavy track. She ran in second place, al- 
wavs forcing the leader, up to the 11%- 
mile pole. Then she took the lead and 
went on to win by several lengths. 


Loretta is of a better class than her 
rivals. And she is definitely a staying 
filly, as her pedigree indicates. Her sire 
is Hunter’s Moon (Hurry On—Selene, by 
Chaucer), sire of many stakes winners in 
South America. He is now standing at the 
Seabras’ Guanabara Stud, Brazil. Loretta’s 
dam is the stakes winner, Louisiana. Lo- 
retta was bred by her owner. Nelson Sea- 
bra. 


JUVENILES. The 2-year-olds in Argen- 
tina are still without a sure leader. Stakes 
for both 2-vear-old colts and fillies have 
heen won by various horses this year. On 
May 7, at San Isidro, the fillies ran for 
the Clasico General Las Heras. about 
seven furlongs. La Croisette took the lead 
in the stretch to win by a head from 
fast-closing Never Cross. Good News, the 
favorite, was third. The time of the race 
was 1:2524. The winner. owned by Indecis 


Stables, is a daughter of Tonto—La De- 
fensa, by Madrigal 2nd. 


On the following day, the Palermo track 
staged the Clasico Raul Chevalier, a seven- 
furlong race, for 2-year-old colts. Optimo 
was the winner, by a neck, but the second 
horse was the better. His name is Eden 
Rock, a son of British Empire, and a 
brother to the great miler, Estuardo. He 
came with a terrific rush on the outside, 
and he almost beat Optimo. The time was 
1:2444. Optimo, owned by El Arpon 
Stable, is a chestnut son of Fox Cup— 
Obice, by Aldeano. 


TRIPLE CROWN. The Grande Premio 
Outono, first leg of the Brazilian Triple 
Crown, drew a field of 11 3-year-olds. The 
1,600-meter (about a mile) event was held 
April 3. 

Favorite among the seven starters was 
Nelson Seabra’s entry of Lover’s Moon 
and Scaramouche. Second choice, but at 
almost the same level, was Paula Macha- 
do’s entry of Jahu and Jangadeiro. 

The only filly in the field, Paulo Lara’s 
Herencia, which had been fifth in the 
One Thousand Guineas the week before, 
took the early lead, going in high gear. 
She was followed by Pracinha and Lover’s 
Moon. Jahu failed to hit his stride, and 
after one furlong he was in the last 
group. 

In the final stretch, Luiz Rigoni, on 
Manguari, rushed by on the outside to 
win easily by four lengths with speed 
in reserve. The time was 1:3744, very 
good. 

Herencia, always swerving, was second, 
a neck in front of the fast-closing 
Idealista. Lover’s Moon was fourth, fol- 


lowed by Pracinha, Jahu, Egeu, Inter-

THE DERBY. Euvaldi Lodi’s beautiful 
chestnut colt. Manguari. had been in- 
stalled the favorite for the Brazilian Der- 
by after his smashing victory in the 
Grande Premio Outono (Two Thousand 
Guineas), but he was not a strong favorite 
because of doubts concerning his ability 
to go a mile and a half. But Manguari 
rushed to the front in the final furlong 
of the second leg of the Triple Crown. 
to win by a length over Paula Machado’s 
Jabuti. M. C. Silvera’s Egeu was second. 


Manguari was one of the early leaders 
of his generation as a juvenile. In 1948, 
he ran 1] times, won five races, was twice 
second, and twice fourth.

Manguari was bred at the Mondesir 
Stud, in Sao Paulo, by A. J. Peixoto de 
Castro, one of Brazil’s biggest breeders. 


ST. LEGER. A large crowd witnessed 
the Grande Premio Distrito Federal, the 
third leg of the Brazilian Triple Crown. 
Entries included Euvaldi Lodi’s Manguari. 
Paula Machado’s Jabuti. and M. C. Sil- 


vera’s Egeu, a distant third choice. 


Jabuti was sent to the front at the 
start of the race. Manguari was in close 
attendance. When they entered the final 
stretch, Manguari was sent up to challenge 
the leader, but soon faltered. At this 
point, Egeu came from behind, and got in 
front, a furlong from home. But Jabuti 
came back and resumed the lead to win 
by a neck in the time of 3:0744 for the 
distance of about 17% miles. Manguari 
was third. 


Jabuti, although blind in one eye, is a 
good horse whose gameness is one of his 
best attributes. He was the leading juve- 
nile last year when he won the Grand 
Criterium, at Gavea, and the Derby Pau- 
lista, at Cidade Jardim, among other 
races. Through June, he had run 13 times, 
and won six races. He has earned 1,197,-

He is another top horse sired by the 
French-bred stallion, Formasterus, and he 
is out of the good race mare, Huran. 
Formasterus, current leading sire in Bra- 
zil, has been the leading sire for four 
years. 


CHAMPION RETURNS. Paula Ma- 
chado’s Heliaco, a medium-sized chestnut 
of quality, returned to action at the Gavea 
(Rio de Janeiro) track on April 24. He 
was unbeaten through 1946 and 1947, and 
suffered one defeat, in 1948, by the mare 
Garbosa Bruleur in the Grande Premio 
Sao Paulo, at Cidade Jardim. He was in- 
jured in the race when his left fore leg 
joint felt the hard ground. 


He then came back to win South Amer- 
ica’s richest race, the 3,000-meter Grande 
Premio Brasil, for the second time in 
succession. 


After resting since September of 1948, 
Heliaco won the Grande Premio Frederico 
Lundgren on April 17. He won by 2% 
lengths under restraint in 2:0335 over the 
distance of 2,000 meters (about 114 
miles). 


At Gavea, on June 12. the old cham- 
pion won the newly created weight-for- 
age Grande Premio Criacao Nacional. The 
soft ground suited him. Through June, 
Heliaco had won 16 races in 19 starts, 
and earned the equivalent of $220,000. 


FILLIES AND MARES. An interest- 
ing race for fillies and mares was seen 
in Argentina on April 16, at Palermo. 
The Premio Rio Colorado, 1,600 meters 
(about one mile), was won by Adoree, a 
3-year-old chestnut filly by Embrujo— 
Bien Aimee, by Parwiz. This is the same 
cross (Embrujo—Parwiz) that produced 
Penny Post, the Argentine Derby winner 
of 1948 and a leading race horse of 1949. 

On March 27, the Gavea race course 
staged the Grande Premio Henrique Pos- 
solo (One Thousand Guineas), a 1,600 
meter event, for 3-year-old fillies. 

Sarah M. Boettcher’s Saraivada led the 
race until the final stretch, and then fal- 
tered. Lundgren Stable’s Helas took the 
front and won by a scarce head from 
Loretta, which had had difficulty finding 
room for her rush. Park Lane finished 
third, four lengths back. 

Helas is a small, well balanced filly by 
the English-bred sire, Rio Tinto (by Truc- 
ulent, by *Teddy) out of Xilili, a daugh- 
ter of Eagle Rock. Helas was foaled in 


January, 1946, at the Maranguape Stud 
in the Pernambuco State. Brazil. Her 
time in the Guineas was 1:3726 for the 
distance of about one mile. The odds on 
her were 74 to 1. 


Among juvenile fillies, Jose Buarque de 
Macedo’s filly Jocosa, by Seventh Won- 
der—Palmron, by Stayer, is one of the 
finest pieces of horseflesh of recent years 
in these countries. For the 1,200 meter 
Classico Barao de Piracicaba, she won 
easily by three lengths in 1:124.

LONG RACES. Up to last year, the 
longest races of South America were the 
Clasico General Pueyrredon, in Argentina, 
and the Grande Premio Jockey Club de 
Rio de Janeiro, in Brazil. Both were at 
about 214 miles. 


However, this year the La Plata race 
track in Argentina created the Clasico 
Jose de San Martin (La Plata Gold Cup), 
a weight-for-age affair for 3-year-olds at 
4,200 meters (about 254 miles). The value 
of the race was 91,000 pesos, 60,000 to 
the winner. 


The race was run on March 26, which 
is not a good time in Argentina for im- 
portant weight-for-age staying races, since 
the best performers are just returning to 
the races. The big series begins at one 
mile and increases distances month by 
month. However, a few top horses spend 
the summer racing in Uruguay, and such 
were the entries for the distance classic. 


Murano, owned by Charley Lund, was 
the favorite, slightly better backed than 
the filly. However, Nogara withstood a 
stretch drive by Murano, and won by two 
lengths in 4:2924. Nogara is by Baber 
Shah (by Blandford)—Nietita, by Hijo 
Macho. 


VENEZUELAN MARKET. This coun- 
try is turning into a powerful buying 
market in South America. Last year, her 
breeders and owners bought strongly in 
Argentina, where they competed almost 
level with Brazilian and U. S. buyers. 
Now they are turning to Uruguay, where 
they recently bought a group of seven 
horses, including the good stakes winner 
Lord Manton, recent conqueror of the 
Clasico Enrique Olivera Calamet. 


It has also been reported that the crack 
4-year-old Uranio (by Congreve) has 
been retired to stud by a syndicate in 
Uruguay. Uranio was the winner of Uru- 
guay’s greatest weight-for-age interna- 
tional race, the Gran Premio Jose Pedro 
Ramirez. 
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SLIDE RULE figures speed any way 
you measure it. He is a son of the terribly 
fast Snark, by the brilliant Boojum. 

A stakes winner at 2 and 3, Slide Rule 
started racing in April finished his 

career in November, the best 3-year-old in 
training, probably the best of all horses 

still in training. He won $133,760. 
Among his produce is the recent two-time 
winner Nevada at Bay Meadows.

and he is also sire of five 2-year-old starters this year, three of them winners, another has placed to 
date. CONTRADICTION’S career is remarkably sim‘lar to that of his sire. INSCO, too, was a brilliant 
2-year-old, but who suffered an injury and raced n> more. He stood his first season in Kentucky, was 
then moved to Missouri. From there on Insco sired a steady procession of stakes winners, including the 
Kentucky Derby winner LAWRIN, and Contradiction.

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Nordlicht Brings $20,300 


Ever since a shipment of 153 horses 
arrived in the U. S. from Europe under 
Army auspices in the fall of 1945, there 
has been much interest and criticism sur- 
rounding them. 


Horsemen in general were interested in 
the shipment as they would be in any lot 
of carefully chosen animals including 
Thoroughbreds, half-breds, Arabs, Lippi- 
zaner, and Anglo-Arabs. And they were 
especially taken by the stallions Taj Ak- 
bar and Athanasius and the German 
Derby winner, the 4-year-old Nordlicht. 


The criticism came from various quar- 
ters. On the one hand The Jockey Club 
was severely condemned by some for re- 
fusing to register the Thoroughbreds in 
the shipment, especially when it seemed 
that their identity had been clearly estab- 
lished by the Army, and that the Army’s 
possession of them was justified. On the 
other hand there was criticism of the 
Army for bringing them to this country. 
and for insisting on their registration 
after The Jockey Club’s first refusal. 

Another episode unfolded at Front 
Reyal, Va., on October 18. At the depot 
where the Remount Service, before it was 
brushed aside by the tempo of armored 
warfare, had conducted a large share of 
its horse breeding operations, three of 
the disputed horses—Nordlicht, Auftakt, 
2nd Preisrichter—were sold by auction. 
Whether it was to be the final chapter de- 
pended on whether the new owners would 
press the matter of registration with The 
Jockey Club. 

About 500 horsemen and spectators as- 
sembled at Front Royal when Auctioneer 
Humphrey S. Finney opened the sale. 
Interest quickened when Auftakt, first of 
the stallions, was led into the ring. Climax 
came when Nordlicht appeared. U. 5S. 
horse breeders had been eyeing him wist- 
fully for four years. Now, as an 8-year- 
old, he was being offered to them. 

Justin Funkhouser, the West Virginia 
breeder and owner, and Oleg Dubassoff. 
the trainer, were the principal bidders in 
the early going. But when the bidding 
reached the neighborhood of $17,000, a 
new claimant appeared. He was W. D. 
Pawley, who breeds a few horses at The 
Plains, Va. The last to enter, Mr. Paw- 
ley also was the last to bid: his offer 
of $20,300 got the horse. Mr. Dubassoff 
was the underbidder at about $20,000. 

The star of the show, and the center of 
much of the controversy that has been 
waged between The Jockey Club and 
others during the last four years, Nord- 
licht brought a star’s price. (It was re- 
ported afterward that the successful bid- 
der had been prepared to go substantially 
higher for the stallion if need be.) After 


he had signed the sales slip, Mr. Pawley 
stated that he was representing a syndi- 
cate composed of himself, Dr. L. H. Kras- 
kin, of Washington, D. C., and C. T. 
Chenery, prominent and successful Vir- 
ginia breeder. Nordlicht will stand at 
the Pawley farm in 1950, and at the 
Chenery farm in 1951. 


Before the auction began, Mr. Finnev 
announced, for the Department of Agri- 
culture, which had taken over the Re- 
mount horses, that it was not to be con 
sidered a precedent that one filly by 
Nordlicht had been registered by The 
Jockey Club for racing purposes—each 
buyer would be taking his own chances, 
and each application for registration 
would be reviewed by the authorities on 
its individual merits. 


It was also made plain that the “ac: 
ceptance of the Nordlicht filly for racing 
purposes did not imply that offspring of 
Auftakt and Preisrichter would be accept- 
ed on the same basis. There was the 
difference, for one thing, that while Nord- 
licht had demonstrated his class by win- 
ning races, the others had not been 
raced and therefore would not pass a 
performance test, if such a basis were to 
be claimed for them. Moreover, Auftakt 
and Preisrichter could not be raced in 
this country for the purpose of establish- 
ing their class because too much time 
had elapsed since their importation. (The 
Jockey Club specifies that permits for 
racing must be applied for within three 
months, at the most, after a horse ar- 
rives in this country.) 

Conjecture over Auftakt’s future on 
that score was resolved when Mr. Funk- 
houser announced, after he had bought 
the stallion, that the horse would be geld- 
ed at once and used as a hunter. Mr. 
Pawley did not comment on his plans 
for Preisrichter. It was understood that 
he had bought the horse himself. and not 
for a syndicate. 

The summary of the sale follows. The 
last five horses listed (*Cherry King 2nd. 
Fair Rochester, War Peril, Gallant 
Prince, and Meadowbrook) were not in 
the original catalogue.

Andy K. Syndicated 


The 12-year-old stallion Andy K. has 
been bought by a syndicate headed by 
W. W. Naylor, California breeder and 
vwner. The son of Jack High—Alice 
Foster, by *Pataud, was purchased from 
Bill Stremmel, of Glen Cove Ranch, Val- 
lejo, Calif., for a reported $45,000. He 
will stand at Mr. Naylor’s farm in the 
San Fernando Valley. 


Andy K., a very fast race horse, won 
the Arlington Futurity and the Cham- 
pagne Stakes at two, and also finished 
first in the United States Hotel Stakes, 
but was disqualified for bearing out. He 
also won the Peter Pan Handicap, the 
Kent Handicap, and placed in other 
stakes. 

He entered the stud in 1942, and had 
three 2-year-old winners from his first 
crop. His principal earner has been the 
stakes winner Andy’s Glory. Through Oc- 
tober 1 of this year he had 27 winners 
(in 1949 competition) of 55 races and 
$58,082. Among them are six 2-year-old 
winners, and Keiwell, which was second 


in the Joseph Cattarinich Memorial 
Handicap. His oldest progeny are six 
years old. 


The sale of Andy K. is part of Mr. 
Stremmel’s plans to disperse the horses 
at Glen Cove. The main dispersal will 
be at the San Francisco Cow Palace in 
November, at a date to be announced. 


*Happy Argo Dies 


The 26-year-old *Happy Argo died re- 
cently at Mrs. George L. Harrison’s Blue 
Ridge Stud, at Upperville, Va., where he 
had been quartered for many years. 

A son of Argosy—Happy Hours, by St. 
Monans, *Happy Argo was bred in Ire- 
land by P. W. Shaw, and was sold as a 
foal, with his dam, for 200 guineas (at 
that time in the neighborhood of a thou- 
sand dollars). He trained extremely well 
at two and was one of the fastest colts of 
his generation on Irish tracks, but he de- 
veloped the habit of swerving abruptly, 
to the damage of his fields. and was con- 
sidered too dangerous to race. 

As a result he was “warned off” the 
Turf, and his further entry refused. Up 
to that time (1925) he was the only horse 
to be so ruled against on Irish tracks. 
The “warning off,” however, came too late 
to save his connections from substantial 
financial loss in the Blake Two-Year-Old 
Plate, at Phoenix Park in June. Heavily 
backed, he seemed to have the race won 
until, within a short distance of the wire, 
he veered sharply across the track and 


finished unplaced. 


Trainer Matt Brady bought him for a 
reported $3,000, shipped him to the U. S. 
On this side of the Atlantic he showed 
none of the perversity which had marked 
his career in Ireland, and after running 
second in his first start, he was sold by 
Mr. Brady to Bernard Baruch for $12,000. 
Later he accounted for the Carter, Fall 
Highweight, Speed, Fleetwing, and Epi- 
nard Highweight Handicaps, earned near- 
ly $37,000. 


After his racing career he was retired 
to Blue Ridge Farm, where he remained, 
at stud, until his death. Among the stakes 
winners sired by him are Tight Squeeze, 
Dr. Almac, Happy Knot, Conservative, 
Happy Bolivar, Joyride, Prince Argo, 
Jubilargo, Augury, Colchis, Happy Helen, 
Argo Rouge, Happy Buckie, Blessed Event, 
Captain Argo, and Easy Sailing. His pro- 
ducing daughters included Argie, Happy 
Knot, Good Omen, Augury, Easy Sailing, 
Golden Cargo, and Conservative. 


This year he has been represented by 
the 2-year-old winners Happy Rabbit and 
Fleet Argo, and other winners. His prog- 
eny through 1948 had won $1,481,753. 
Irish race-goers found *Happy Argo in 
the news again in 1938, 13 years after he 
had left their country. This was when 
Robert Sterling Clark’s filly Happy Time, 
by *Happy Argo, won the Palatine Nurs- 
ery Plate in England. 


“OFF-COURSE BETTING” 


The illustrated pamphlet Off-Course 
Betting has been published by Thorough- 
bred Racing Associations and now is be- 
ing circulated. It summarizes some argu- 
ments against legalized betting away from 
race tracks, and points out some fallacies 
in the reasoning offered by those in favor 
of it.

Is Comic Court 


MELBOURNE 


Comic Court is now a handsome 4-year. 
old. The son of Powerscourt—Witty Maid 
is the No. 1 personality race horse of the 
Australian Turf this season, whereas his 
great rival last year at three, Carbon 
Copy (Helios—Havers), has failed to win 
a race in four starts since the end of 
August. 


To add to a colorful spring racing pic. 
ture, the 4-year-old Vagabond (Balloch— 
Blandsong) is a hot favorite for the Mel- 
bourne Cup, since the defeat of Carbon 
Copy at weight-for-age at Randwick 
(Sydney) on October 1. Comic Court and 
Vagabond rate among the best 4-year-olds 
we have had in Australia for many a day. 
And it is in the cards that Carbon Copy, 
another of the same age, will remove the 
stains from his record before the spring 
season has become a memory. 


Carbon Copy finished last season in a 
blaze of glory, winning almost £30,000 in 
stakes money, an all-time record for a 
year’s racing in this part of the world. 
But he has not made the grade as a 4 
year-old. An rival, Comic Court. 
has gone blithely along with four wins 
from as many starts, and in two of them 
he lowered the colors of Carbon Copy.

1. His Nizami colt. Nirandoli, started at 
50 to 1, and ran away with the Breeders’ 
Plate, first 2-year-old race of the Sydney 
season. Medola is the dam of Nirandoli. 


But at the same course. on October 3, 
race-goers were introduced to a real fly- 
ing machine, the 2-year-old filly Mighty 
Song. The success of Mighty Song in the 
Gimcrack Stakes, for 2-year-old fillies, 
will make pleasant reading for Mr. 
Charles Howard, the California owner of 
*Ajax. Mighty Song is by *Ajax from 
Chanson by Marconigram), and cost 2.300 
guineas as a yearling. She was backed 
to 7 to 4 for the Gimerack and won by 
eight lengths in good time for five fur- 
longs, over a track affected by steady 
rain. Mighty Song is considered equal to 
the best of the colts. and is to be tested 
in Melbourne soon. 


The gray sprinter Denali (by Rox- 
burgh), starting at 25 to 1, had an easy 
win in the Epsom Handicap (£4,000). 
run over a mile. 


Pleasant memories were revived when 
the New Zealander. Count Cyrano, won 
the Metropolitan Handicap, a 15-mile 
race worth £6,000. Count Cyrano is a di- 
rect descendant of Carbine on the male 
side. He is a son of Battle Song—Raphis, 
a sister to the immortal Phar Lap, which 
won the Agua Caliente Handicap (Amer- 
ica) in 1931. The breeder-owner of Count 
Cyrano is Ken Austin, an outstanding 
figure in the stud worlds of Australia and 
New Zealand. 


Back at Flemington, on October 1, our 
2-year-old winners were True Course 
(Midstream—Urunalong) and Ben Law 
(Bold Ben—Lumeah). 


BEAU GEM. On September 29 we 
raced at Caulfield. and here is news for 
Mr. Warner Jones and his Royal Gem 
syndicate: Beau Gem  (Helios—French 
Gem). a half brother to Royal Gem, was 
backed like a certainty in the weight-for- 
age. nine-furlong Underwood Stakes. He 
led all the way. Beau Gem returned to 
his best form. defeating Ungar (Law 
Maker-—-Viennese) and the consistent St. 
Razzle (St. Magnus—Yilderim). 


Ungar had been defeated a few weeks 
before by one of the few imported horses 
to race in Australia during the past 10 
or 12 years. The horse was One Up (Star- 
dust—Up and Down). The race was the 
J. J. Liston Stakes, a mile race at weight- 
for-age. Royal Gem won the Underwood 
Stakes last year, running the mile in some- 
thing like 1:3514, outside false rails. Beau 
Gem has all the family speed, as his 
time of 1:501%4 for the Underwood nine 
furlongs was only a fraction more than the 
course record. 
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THREE MUSTS FOR A SUCCESSFUL SIRE 


N A T H Z winner of $166,845, was not a race- 


horse to specialize in sprints, or middle distances, or long distance 
races—from 6 furlongs to 154% miles Natchez was fighting it out 
with the best and making a race of it all the way. 

Natchez won the Kent Stakes (1 1/16—equaled track record, 
1:11 4/5), Edward Burke Handicap (1 1/16, 1:42 3/5, fastest 
time distance had been run in Maryland), Travers, Harford (%, 
1:11 4/5), and Havre de Grace Handicap (1 1/16 miles). Among 
the stakes he placed in were the Empire Gold Cup 154—a head 
behind Stymie, and beating Assault, Phalanx, etc.), Suburban 
Handicap (1% miles, to Assault, beating Stymie, *Talon, etc.), 
Belmont Stakes, Withers, Empire City Stakes. 


Few who saw the Empire Gold Cup of 1948 will forget Natchez 


winging along in front for the first mile and a quarter. He gamely 
took on two challenges, turned back Assault, then Stymie chal- 
lenged. The latter won by a neck, Natchez was four lengths 
ahead of Assault. All carried 126 pounds. In the Suburban of 
the same year Natchez again led until the final sixteenth when 
Assault caught him, but *Talon was six lengths back in third place, 
Stymie another length behind. 


Natchez is a 6-year-old son of Jamestown and the crack stakes 
mare Creole Maid. Like his sire he ran from flag-fall to finish, 
like his dam’s family he could keep on running. Creole Maid, by 
*Pharamond II, won the C. C. A. Oaks (1 3/8 miles), Schuyler- 
ville S., Adirondack H. She is half-sister to the top cup winner 
Firethorn, is out of Baton Rouge, by Man o’ War.

There would be five seasons open 
in 1931. and ten in 1932. 


Misstep was to be retired to Leo J. 
Marks’ Le Mar Stock Farm, Lexington, 
where a new barn was being built for 
him. 


Jack Middleton was appointed trainer 
for the Coldstream Stud stable, succeed- 
ing Frank M. Taylor. 


Marsha!l Cassidy died at his home at 
Hollis, Long Island, on October 20. He 
was 67 years old. “He was honest, fear- 
less. usually arbitrary, and keen for con- 
flict in support of his views and principles 
and in defense of his rights,” THE Bioop- 
Horse stated. He had been a starter for 
about 38 years.

The winner was West 
Wicklow, a 5-year-old gelding by Tan- 
giers—Bachelor’s Dream. by Tredennis. 
J. B. Joel’s Friendship was second. Col. H. 
A. Wernher’s Brown Jack was third. 


J. P. Smith, representing Victor Eman- 
uel, bought from Phil T. Chinn six vear- 
lings and the 2-year-old Elmer the Great. 


Joe E. Patterson and Company an- 
nounced the consignment of 35 yearlings 
to the November sales at Lexington. They 
were quartered at the Kentucky Associa- 
tion track, and were to be worked publicly 
on Saturdays and Sundays. 


The overproduction of Thoroughbreds 
in France was being commented upon by 
the French racing press.

He won 11 races under top weight, he won more than half his

First Fiddle’s first foals are yearlings of 1949. Therefore, their 
only impartial rating to date by experienced horsemen is the 
reception accorded them in the auction ring. First Fiddle was rep- 
resented by six yearlings this year in the Saratoga auctions and 
they averaged $10,350. Among new sires (sires with no foals of 
racing age), First Fiddle’s average was by far the highest and it 
was surpassed by only a few of the top, proved sires. In fact, no 
sire with more than four head came close to First Fiddle’s average. 
First Fiddle was not represented at Keeneland, but no new sire 
represented in both sales had a combined average as high as that 
of First Fiddle. On colts alone, First Fiddle averaged more than 
$12,000.
